rich landholders We determined to 
supply Germany with their own meats 
at the highest prices they can get, 
and as the question is one of dollars 
and cenls with them, It admits of 
very limited discussion. 


The course of the American state 


department has been conciliatory and 
adopted with the express purpose of 
avoiding a tariff war if possible.

Is evident that the German govern- 
ment has been forced into the posi- 
tion from which either one side must 
retreat ungracefully, or both sides de- 
termine that a tariff war must en- 
sue. 'As negotiations with two other 
great countries—France and Canada 
—are also hanging flre, the serious1 
ness of the situation may be appreci- 
ated.

world, and Canada the largest for our 
manufactures.

that it may be made an Instrument for curbing unduly swollen 


fortunes ua well as n source of reveinie. While free from many of 
tlm objections which may be raised against tho system of taxation 
by which the government is now supported, It has many evils either 
peculiarly Its own or which it shares In common, with the general 
property tax. It is Inquisitorial, requiring citizens to impart to pub- 
lic officials as a matter of record,'information, which each individual 
should be permitted to keep to himself. It puts a premium on perjury 
and misrepresentation. It would cause the conscientious and meth- 
odical to bear an undue share of public burdens. In older and more 
settled communities, as in Europe, where Incomes are comparatively 
fixed, it ma~ '>e calculated with a reasonable, approach t,o accuracy. 
Here it would bt difficult, it not impossible of calculation or enforce- 
ment. It would tend to create a new army of tax-eaters In the shape 
of federal officials, whose existence would fortify, regardless of its 
deserts, the parly in power in the nation. It would bexdifllcult to dis- 
criminate between earned and unearned incomes. 


la the case of earned incomes, It would .tend to make a man's effi- 


ciency tho basis of his contribution to the support of the govern- 
ment, just as our present real estate "tax, by taxing improvements, 
tends to penalize energy and development while letting sloth-and 
speculation escape,

And even if the Income tax were free from all these objections, It 


would still be noxious, in bringing about an unwarranted relation be- 
tween the national government and'private citizens. .We vote for 
congressmen and presidential electors as the quota o£ our state's 
representation in the national government.

that if we must contribute directly to the support of the national gov- 
ernment, we should do so in the same manner, by contributing to our* 
state's quota of the national expenses.
